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School district defends test scores 


Nationwide analysis flags Christian County

Administrators at Christian County 
Public Schools repudiated a nationwide 
analysis conducted by the Atlanta Jour¬ 
nal-Constitution that found “suspicious” 
fluctuations in the district’s reading and 
mathematics test results. 

Out of 14,000 districts tested, 196 were 


flagged by the AJC report released Sun¬ 
day. 

Of the 196 districts, three — Jefferson, 
Pike and Christian — are in Kentucky 
Counties were flagged for showing un¬ 
usual spikes or drops in test scores from 
2008 to 2011. 

On Wednesday, Superintendent Brady 
Link, Assistant Superintendent Rim Wat¬ 
son, Lacy Elementary Principal Chris 


Bentzel, District Assessment Coordinator 
Amy Ramage and Enrichment Specialist 
Leann PickerUl met with the New Era to 
express their concerns about the AJC’s re¬ 
port. 

Methodology 

In its initial story the AJC was quick to 
point out that the analysis does not prove 
any districts were cheating. The AJC’s re¬ 
port only “reveals that test scores in hun¬ 
dreds of cities followed a pattern that, in 


Atlanta, indicated cheating in multiple 
schools.” 

In 2008, after a similar investigation, the 
AJC uncovered a massive cheating 
scheme employed by many schools in At¬ 
lanta. Starting in September, the AJC 
began asking for reading and math testing 
data from 69,000 schools across 14,000 dis¬ 
tricts for third- through eighth-graders. 
From there, reporters and statisticians 
grouped students into “classes.” A grouping

Spine spedalist opening 
Hopkinsville office

A spine doctor who specializes in a devel¬ 
oping surgery method — replacing faulty 
spinal discs rather than fusing them — plans 
to open a satellite office on South Virginia 
Street next week. 

Dr. David McCord, who has a 
full-time practice in Nashville, 

Tenn., grew up in Hopkinsville 
at a house near Country Club 
Lane and Fort Campbell 
Boulevard. His father, Dr. Ger¬ 
ald McCord, was a family doc¬ 
tor here for 37 years. 

David McCord said he prom¬ 
ised his father he’d practice 
medicine in Hopkinsville after 
medical school. He later chose Nashville in¬ 
stead because his specialties required him to 
work in a larger market. 

But taking on a partner in his Nashville of¬ 
fice will let him treat some patients in Hop¬ 
kinsville, he said. 

Rather than a full-time, five-days-a-week op¬ 
eration, McCord will schedule his office 
hours here based on demand, he said. He 
hopes to open the office one day each week. 

In general, McCord said, spine surgeries de¬ 
liver notoriously mixed results. Complica¬ 
tions of spine surgeries can cause severe 
long-term damage. 

“Everybody knows somebody who’s had 
back surgery and is now worse off,” he said.

Court appears split over health care

WASHINGTON — Concluding three 
days of fervent public disagreement, a 
Supreme Court seemingly split over 
ideology will now wrestle in private 
about whether to strike down key parts 
or even all of President Barack 
Obama’s historic health care law. The 


justices’ decision, due this June, will 
affect the way virtually every Ameri¬ 
can receives and pays for care. 

The court wrapped up public argu¬ 
ments Wednesday on the overhaul, 
which is designed to extend health in¬ 
surance to most of the 50 million 
Americans now without it. The first 
and biggest issue the justices must de¬ 
cide is whether the centerpiece of the 


law, the requirement that nearly aU 
Americans carry insurance or pay a 
penalty, is constitutional. 

Wednesday’s argument time was un¬ 
usual in that it assumed a negative an¬ 
swer to that central question. What 
should happen to other provisions, the 
justices and lawyers debated, if the 
court strikes down the requirement? If

The Illinois Democrat 
spoke out against racial 
profiling and, as he re¬ 
moved his suit coat and 
pulled the hood on the 
sweatshirt he was wear¬ 
ing underneath over his 
head, saying “just be¬ 
cause someone wears a 
hoodie does not make 
them a hoodlum.” 

Rush was interrupted 
by the presiding officer, 
Mississippi Republican 
Gregg Harper, who re¬ 
minded him that the 
wearing of hats was not 
allowed and “members 
need to remove their 
hoods or leave the floor.” 

On Tuesday the 17-year- 
old Martin’s parents 
spoke on Capitol Hfll at a 
Democratic-sponsored 
panel on racial profiling. 

Rush foimded the Illi¬ 
nois chapter of the Black 
Panthers in 1968 and 
served six months in 
prison for illegal posses¬ 
sion of weapons when he 
was in his 20s. He went on 
to get a political science 
degree from Chicago’s 
Roosevelt University, won 
a seat on Chicago’s city 
council in 1983 and was 
elected to Congress from 
Chicago’s South Side in 
1992. In 2000 he defeated 
Barack Obama, then a 
state senator, in a pri¬ 
mary battle for Rush’s 
seat. 

Rush lost a son to a 
shooting in 1999 and has 
been a strong advocate for 
victims of gun violence.

MIAMI (AP)—From the T-shirt and 
hoodie sales to trademarking slogans 
like “Justice for Trajwon” to the pass- 
the-hat rallies that bring in thousands, 
the case of an unarmed black teenager 
k ill ed by a neighborhood watch vol¬ 
unteer is quicldy turning into an In¬ 
ternet-fueled brand. 

Websites are hawking key chains 
bearing Trayvon Martin’s likeness. 
His parents have bought two trade¬ 
marks, saying they hope to raise 
money to help other famUies struck by 
tragedy Trayvon clothes, bumper 
stickers, buttons and posters are up for 
grabs on eBay 

Vendors seUing Martin T-shirts and 
hoodies have become fixtures at rallies 
in Sanford, the central Florida town 
where Martin was shot last month. At 
one Sanford rally this week, a man had 
a variety of T-shirts laid out on the 
ground as marchers went by, yelling 
out, “I’ve got every size!” 

The Martin shooting by neighbor¬ 
hood watch volunteer George Zim¬ 
merman, who says he shot the 
17-year-old Miami teen in self-defense, 
has inflamed racial tensions across 
the country brought out thousands for 
rallies, prompted a civil rights probe 
and a personfl reference to the case by 
President Barack Obama. 

A phenomenon on that scale is 
bound to be commercialized, said 
Donna Hoffman, a marketing profes¬ 
sor at the University of California- 
Riverside. 

“People can start to wear their feel¬ 
ings and emotions. It makes sense, 
even if there’s a profit motive,” Hoff¬ 
man said. “There’s a legitimate inter¬ 
est in sharing the pain, and these 
products do that.” 

Van Johnson, who designs T-shirts 
and other apparel in Charlotte, N.C., 
said he initially wanted to come up 
with something for his 12-year-old son 
to show solidarity with Martin’s sup¬ 
porters. He produced a color drawing 
based on a photograph of Martin 
wearing a hoodie, which the teenager 
was wearing on the night he was 
kUled. 


“I really don’t expect to make more 
than $200 at the most,” Johnson said. 
“I’m happy some people bought my 
products, that way a few people will 
have a very nice design on their shirt 
or hoodie to show their support.” 

Karriem Muhammad, who runs 
Young Nation Apparel in St. Louis, is 
selling a separate hoodie for $35 with 
the words “Please Don’t Shoot Me I 
Only Have Skittles And A Drink!!!” 
Martin was returning from a conven¬ 
ience store with the candy and iced tea 
when he was confronted by Zimmer¬ 
man. 

“We really just kind of put the shirt 
out there this week. It’s not necessarfly 
profit at all,” Muhammad said. “I 
wanted to bring some awareness to the 
issue. I felt it would be a good way to 
expose the store, to get our name out 
there.” 


Zimmerman, 28, who has a white fa¬ 
ther and Hispanic mother, has not 
been charged. Martin’s parents have 
demanded he be arrested. The U.S. 
Justice Department has launched a 
probe to look for possible civil rights 
violations; a special state prosecutor is 
also Investigating. Jackelyn Bernard, 
spokeswoman for special prosecutor 
Angela Corey said Wednesday the in¬ 
vestigation could take weeks and said 
it’s unclear if a grand jury will be em¬ 
paneled. 

Hoffman said it’s difficult to gauge 
how the Trayvon sales might stack up 
against those from similar cases, such 
as the 1992 Los Angeles riots following 
the Rodney King beating, because 
those were before the explosion of In¬ 
ternet marketing.

DEAR AMY: My 31-year-old 
daughter and her 43-year-old partner 
have lived together for about four 
years. 

For the last two years, her partner’s 
older brother has lived with them so 
that he could find a job, sort out mari¬ 
tal problems, save money and find his 
own place. 

Initially, my daughter wanted to be 
helpful, but soon discovered that she 
was dealing with the yo-yo life and 
broken promises of an 
alcoholic. 

Her partner has a 
kind of codependent 
relationship with his 
older brother and can¬ 
not give him the neces¬ 
sary “tough love.” 

My daughter now 
has a 10-month-old 
baby to care for and is 
very anxious about 
raising a child around 
an alcoholic. 

Neither brother has 
any interest in seek¬ 
ing help, and my 
daughter feels trapped 
in a situation where she must ask her 
partner to make a choice between her 
or the brother. 

Do you have any advice for her? — 
Wondering Mom 

DEAR WONDERING: The prob 
lem of being entangled with the yo-yo 
life of an alcoholic is that the person 
spinning the yo-yo entangles other 
people in the string. 

Your daughter’s partner and his 
brother don’t want to change. 

Your daughter only has the power 
to change her own approach, and she 
needs to be brave enough to confront 
the anxiety of delivering the “tough 
love.” 

She should tell her partner: “The 
way we are living isn’t healthy for me 
and our child. It’s time for your 
brother to move out so we can con¬ 
centrate on raising our baby” 

If her partner’s loyalty to his 
brother exceeds his willingness to 
put his partner and child at the cen¬ 
ter of his life, she may have to pre¬ 
pare herself to leave the relationship. 

She may find comfort, community 
and understanding in Al-Anon (al- 
anon.alateen.org). If her partner 
won’t attend meetings, she should go 
on her own.

Gov, Beshear calls for Ky, 
lawmakers to pass budget

FRANKFORT, Ky — With time run¬ 
ning out in this year’s legislative ses¬ 
sion, Gov. Steve Beshear on 
Wednesday called on lawmakers to 
reach an agreement on competing 
budget proposals so that he won’t have 
to call them back to Frankfort to fin¬ 
ish their work. 

“I think the one thing the people of 
Kentucky would not accept is the leg¬ 
islature leaving town without a 
budget,” Beshear said. “And so I feel 
confident that they all understand 


that, and they’re going to work hard to 
make that happen.” 

But House Speaker Greg Stumbo 
said Wednesday that budget talks have 
stalled, and he raised the specter of ad¬ 
journing the legislative session with¬ 
out reaching an agreement. 

The major sticking point involves 
whether to pre-approve the authori¬ 
zation of $100 million in debt for the 
School Facilities Construction Com¬ 
mission to build new schools begin¬ 
ning in 2014. The Senate wants to 
delete that language from the 
budget proposal. The House insists 
on keeping it. 


“The precious minutes are ticking 
by,” he said. 

Negotiations have been underway 
since Monday between House and Sen¬ 
ate leaders to try to reach a compro¬ 
mise on a $19 billion budget that 
requires sharp cuts to most govern¬ 
ment agencies and programs. The ne¬ 
gotiators faced a self-imposed 2 a.m. 
deadline today for reaching an agree¬ 
ment so that it can be voted on by the 
full House and Senate by Friday 
evening, which is the last day for law¬ 
makers to vote on bills.

Madalynn Matlock. The girl died on 
March 10, 2010 after being hit four days 
earlier as she walked along Old Ken¬ 
tucky 54 near Philpot. 

The jury recommended that Kotarek 
serve five years on each count with the 
sentences to run consecutively for a total 
of 15 years. 


Senators consider 
unemployment 
insurance loan bill

FRANKFORT, Ky. — Kentucky employers 
could save $600 million in unemployment in¬ 
surance tax payments under a House bill that’s 
now under consideration in the Senate Judici¬ 
ary Committee. 

The proposal by House Speaker Pro Tern 
Larry Clark, a Louisville Democrat, would 
allow the state to borrow money to pay the in¬ 
terest on $948.7 million in federal loans that 
kept the state’s unemployment insurance pro¬ 
gram afloat during the recession. 

The bill would allow Kentucky Employers’ 
Mutual Insurance to purchase a revenue bond, 
providing the money for the state to make the 
2011-13 interest payments. If the state doesn’t 
make those payments by Sept. 30, the unem¬ 
ployment insurance tax wiU increase from $63 
to more than $400 per worker next year, Clark 
said. 

According to the Kentucky Employers Mu¬ 
tual Insurance website, it is the largest 
provider of workers’ compensation insurance 
in Kentucky. It is owned by its policyholders 
and funded by premiums and investment in¬ 
come. 

The committee heard the bill Wednesday 
morning but delayed a vote to allow members 
more time to study it. Sen. Tom Jensen, R-Lon- 
don, the chairman, said the committee would

Leaders in the Democratic-con- 
trolled House and Republican-led 
Senate have been engaged in in¬ 
creasingly contentious talks, which 
in years past have always been con¬ 
ducted out of public view. This year, 
they have allowed cameras from 
public television station KET into 
the conference room where they’re 
meeting. Reporters have been able to 
monitor the talks via the KET feed. 

“I think it’s safe to say the negoti¬ 
ations are going along as they usu¬ 
ally do,” said Beshear, a Democrat. 
“There’s a lot of posturing, but 1 
think there’s also some conversa¬ 
tions going on behind the scenes 
that hopefully will get us to a resolu¬ 


tion by the time the session ends.” 

The Senate wants to cut the 
amount of new debt in the budget to 
$391 million. That’s $161 million less 
than the House had authorized and 
$577 million less than the governor 
authorized. 

Negotiators also are attempting to 
resolve differences in proposed ap¬ 
propriations for indigent hospital 
care in Louisville. The House pro¬ 
poses $41 million for the next two 
years while the Senate pledges $30 
million but agrees to more if the 
city of Louisville contributes more. 

Lawmakers have agreed to elimi¬ 
nate a $30,000-a-year housing al¬ 
lowance for Democratic Lt. Gov. 
Jerry Abramson, a relatively small 
appropriation that was first pro¬ 


posed by Senate Republicans. 
Beshear said Wednesday that he 
and Abramson are fine with that 
cut. 

Lawmakers also have agreed to 
scrap cost-of-living increases in the 
monthly pension checks of some 
200,000 government retirees and 
skip pay raises for teachers and gov¬ 
ernment workers. 

One of the sticking points in¬ 
volved how revenue from the state’s 
tax on mined coal would be appro¬ 
priated, including $6 million that 
House Democrats want to use to pro¬ 
vide scholarships to Appalachian 
college students. 

Negotiators haven’t yet tackled the 
state’s two-year, $3.5 billion Road 
Fund budget.

meet later Wednesday, and the bill could be voted on 
then. 

The bill passed the House by a vote of 97-0 on 
March 14. 

According to the House Speaker’s office, the meas¬ 
ure would save Kentucky employers $600 million in 
federal unemployment tax increases that could take 
effect as soon as this fall when a federal unemploy¬ 
ment tax credit they ordinarily receive would be 
eliminated. 

Sen. David Givens, R-Greensburg, said that all of 
the money paid into the unemployment trust fund is 
“employer money.” 

He said the Senate version of the bill keeps intact 
the House proposal and imposes a $21-per-employee 
surcharge to pay the interest on the new loan begin¬ 
ning in 2013. 

“We’re preparing to borrow funds to pay the inter¬ 
est on the federal loan. The surcharge will initially 
pay back the borrowed money to pay the interest on 
the borrowed money,” Givens said. 

The surcharge he said, “will be effectively the third 
tax increase” for employers in a two-year period. 

According to Clark, though, there will be a more 
onerous federal tax increase on those businesses. 

“The issue is here that if we don’t take action — 
and 27 other states are in the same position — the 
cost per employer will go to $422 per employee,” 
Clark said Wednesday.

thing about the idea for the Jellybean 
Jog and its potential to raise money for 
a good cause, with one exception. By 
sticking to the same route used by the 
Turkey Trot, the arts council will be 
leading joggers on two of the city’s 
busiest downtown streets — South Vir¬ 
ginia and Main. Here’s the problem: 

Too many people fail to venture off 
those streets in their daily routines. If 
more of us took a different path, we 
could discover additional layers of the 
city’s character and maybe gain an ap¬ 
preciation for maintaining the older 
neighborhoods in Hopkinsville. 

The popularity of the Turkey Trot has 
proven that Hopkinsville will support 
simple events that offer people a chance 
to get outside and enjoy time with fam¬ 
ily and friends. Last year, even with a 
light rain on Thanksgiving morning, 
about 400 people turned out to walk, 
run, bike or ride in a baby stroller for 
the 10th annual Turkey Trot. 

If the arts council and the Pennyrile 
Rail Trail Foundation change the 
routes for future events, there are 
plenty of options. 

Liberty, Clay and Campbell streets 
run parallel with South Virginia and 
have less vehicle travel, so the runners 
and police officers who provide the es¬ 
cort could worry less about accidents.

fault of the Liberals 
or it is the fault of 
the Conservatives. 

The reason they are i 
fruitless is because |^. 
they are not specific -r^DY 
enough and they 

lack and need an HIGHTOWER ■ 
analytical ap¬ 
proach. 1 see a great danger in 
throwing out a whole program and 
starting over from scratch. 1 think 
we will have a better final program 
if we correct specific identifiable 
problems and leave the things that 
are working well alone. 

The first questions we should ask 
is, “Who gets the various sums that 
add up to $163,000, and which of 
them, if any, is unreasonable or out 
of balance?”

In 1638, Swedish colonists settled in present- 
day Delaware. 

In 1792, Sweden's King Gustav Hi died, nearly 
two weeks after he had been shot and mortally 
wounded by assassins during a masquerade party.

(I have even heard a low-brow 
rumor that my profession of teach¬ 
ing needs a little check-up from the 
taxpayers now and then.) We aU tend 
to get in the way of progress when 
our self-interests are threatened. 

When we passed health-care leg¬ 
islation that was so urgent that 
few had time to read what they 
were passing, we surely misread 
the urgency and dismissed all need 
for prudence. 

Finally 1 suggest that many of us 
are trying to do two opposing things 
at once — sensibly amend health 
care and give the opposing political 
party a drubbing. Maybe the two 
things are Siamese twins and cannot 
be separated, and 1 am just another 
contributor to the sea of rhetoric in 
which we all seem to be drowning. 

At this point, 1 wiU just take refuge 
in the Fifth Amendment.

With April 1st just around the 
corner, it appears that the meat in¬ 
dustry is playing us as April Fools 
by hiding its violations of humane 
and sanitary laws. 

Under intense pressure from the 
meat lobby, Iowa and Utah have en¬ 
acted the infamous “ag-gag” laws 
that criminalize taking or possess¬ 
ing photographs and videotapes 
documenting the atrocious treat¬ 
ment of animals in factory farms 
and slaughterhouses. Six other 
state legislatures (Illinois, Indiana, 
Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, 
and New York) have been consider¬ 
ing such legislation. 


As these bills were being debated, 
the head of the World Health Organ¬ 
ization forecast the “end of modern 
medicine,” unless the meat industry 
stops its wholesale use of antibi¬ 
otics.

We can continue to subsi¬ 
dize the inhumane and unsanitary 
conditions hidden by the meat in¬ 
dustry and condemned by the 
World Health Organization. Or, we 
can elect a wholesome nonviolent 
diet of vegetables, fruits, and 
grains recommended by leading 
health authorities.

the justices are following 
their normal practice, 
they had not even met to 
take a preliminary vote in 
the case before all argu¬ 
ment concluded. 

Questions at the court 
this week days showed a 
strong ideological division 
between the liberal jus¬ 
tices who seem inclined to 
uphold the law in its en¬ 
tirety and the conservative 
justices whose skepticism 
about Congress’ power to 
force people to buy insur¬ 
ance suggests deep trouble 
for the insurance require¬ 
ment, and possibly the en¬ 
tire law. 

The divide on the court 
reflects a similar split in 
public opinion about the 
law, which Congress ap¬ 
proved two years ago when 


Democrats controlled both 
houses. The justices’ deci¬ 
sion is sure to become a 
significant part of this 
year’s presidential and 
congressional election 
campaigns, in which Re¬ 
publicans have relent¬ 
lessly attacked the law.

However, McCord did 
some of his training at the 
Maryland Spine Fellow¬ 
ship in Baltimore, where 
he studied with Dr. Paul 
McMee, a leader in the use 
of synthetic materials for 
replacing faulty cervical 
discs. 

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration allowed 
these prosthetic discs to be 
marketed for the first time 
in 2004. European doctors 
have used them for much 
longer. 

McCord said he was the 
first doctor to perform this 
surgery in the South. He 
opened his NashviUe prac¬ 
tice in 1991, and he now 
uses the discs extensively, 
he said. 

He boasts a high success 
rate: More than 90 percent 
of his patients use fewer 
narcotics after the surgery 
or ceased using them alto¬ 
gether, and some have gone 
off disability income. 

Often he helps patients 
who stiU suffer back pain 
after two or three surgeries 
from other doctors, he said. 

Spinal discs are cushions 
that separate the bones of 
the spine. In spinal fusion 
surgery, the traditional ap¬ 
proach, surgeons install 


metal rods or plates to sup¬ 
port faulty discs. They then 
insert bone material so the 
bones become fused. 

A 2007 article published 
by the American Academy 
of Orthopaedic Surgeons 
stated more than 3,000 disc 
replacements have been 
performed in the U.S. and 
about 20,000 worldwide. Pa¬ 
tients who receive disc re¬ 
placements tend to recover 
more quickly than patients 
of spinal fusion, the article 
states. 

As with any surgery, 
there are risks involved 
and results can vary A 
number of people have 
sued artificial discs manu¬ 
facturers for complications 
that arose during or after 
their surgeries. 

Hopkinsville has numer¬ 
ous orthopaedists and neu¬ 
rologists. But because so 
many people suffer from 
back pain — McCord esti¬ 
mates it’s the second most 
common reason for seeing 
a doctor behind colds — he 
suspects the market will 
support his satellite office 
as well.

would dress in their Sunday best. Dis¬ 
cussing it with his feUow organizers, they 
decided to make the event an old-fash¬ 
ioned political rally of the early 20th cen¬ 
tury 

The rally will be May 12 in Gordon Park 
in Crofton. People are encouraged to wear 
clothes reminiscent of the ’20s and ’30s 
and extensive political paraphernalia.

Brown said Rep. Myron Dossett, R-Pem- 
broke, Sen.

Rand 
Paul, Mitch McConnell and U.S. Rep. Ed

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of students at a specific 
school in a single grade and 
taking a specific test in read¬ 
ing or math was defined by 
the AJC as a class. The AJC 
then looked at “unusual 
gains and drops” in the 
scores from one year to the 
next. Heather VogelL, a jour¬ 
nalist for the AJC said in a 
video conference. 

Using a linear regression 
model, the average score of 
a class was compared to a 
score predicted by a statisti¬ 
cal model. A probability 
model was then used to pre¬ 
dict the chances of such a 
rise or fall in a class’ score. 
Classes with a rising or 
dropping probability of less 
than 0.05 percent were 
flagged. Classes without 
many students had to show 
more suspicious activity 
than normal to be flagged 
and classes with fewer than 
10 students were excluded 
from the report. 
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In addition, schools with a 
mohUity rate of 25 percent 
or higher—about 6 percent 
of the data — were ^so not 
included. The AJC also re¬ 
ported that some cities, such 
as Cleveland, with high mo¬ 
bility rates did not show 
large amount of suspicious 
classes. 

Instead, the report looked 
at fluctuations that were 
consistent with what the 
AJC found in Atlanta in 
2008. That meant excluding 
some districts with the most 
extreme shifts. 

The purpose of the report 
was to look for clustering or 
concentrations of strange 
increases or decreases in

scores. 

The results were placed 
through 2,400 statistical 
models and were rechecked 
by statisticians, according to 
the AJC. 

In 2008, 6.25 percent of 
classes in Christian County 
were flagged by the report. 
In 2009, that number de¬ 
creased by almost half. The 
following year, 7.69 percent 
of classes were considered 
suspicious and in 2011,11.54 
percent were flagged. 

Because reading and 
math tests differ from state 
to state, the AJC looked at 
how a certain states’ scores 
compared to other counties 
in the state. 

Real progress does not 
mean you have these hu- 
mongous changes, VogeU 
said. 


District Response 

Bentzel was hired as prin¬ 
cipal of Lacy in 2009. That 
year, Lacy gained 19 points 
in the state’s testing index. 
The dramatic increase came 
from a sense of urgency an 
increase in disciplinary 
measures and a renewed 
focus on instruction, 
Bentzel said. “We had the 
knowledge that we weren’t 
that good. That was incredi¬ 
bly powerful.” 

Because Christian County 
was previously one of the 
lowest-performing districts 
in the state, it wasn’t diffi¬ 
cult to make drastic leaps in 
test scores, he added. 

“When you start putting 
those practices into place, 
good things happen,” Link 
said. 

The AJC’s report casts a 
negative light on districts 
that simply performed bet¬ 
ter than expected, Watson 
said while raising questions 
about the methodology of 
the report. 

Bentzel and Watson added 
that the report fails to take 
aU the variables into ac¬ 
count, such as half of Lacy’s 
teachers were new hires 
that year. The AJC’s analy¬ 
sis only undermines the in¬ 
tegrity of teachers and 
students who worked hard 
to improve their scores, Wat¬ 
son said. 

The report is “not any¬ 
where close to the truth 
about Christian County,” 
Link said. 

As evidence. Link pointed 
out other tests that also 
show big gains. He said it’s 
not only the core content 
test scores that have been in¬ 
creasing. AIL tests, including 
ACT and Advanced Place¬ 
ment, have continually in¬ 
creased in the past four 
years. 

Recently AP test scores in 
Christian County were re¬ 
ported to have increased by 
more than 300 percent. 

After reading the report, 
Watson said it was “not a so¬ 
phisticated analysis” and 
“the net that they’ve cast 
needs to be questioned.” 

As a fourth-grade teacher 
at Holiday Elementary Pick- 
erfll saw her class’ score in¬ 
crease 32 index points in one 
year. She said she didn’t 
cheat and that there are a lot 
of teachers like her who 
worked “their tails off” to 
get those results. 

“I feel like that’s a slap in 
the face,” Pickerfll said of 
the AJC report. 


Safeguards 

Kentucky Core Content 
Test scores are used to meas¬ 
ure No Child Left Behind 
data. KCCT, along with 
other state tests adminis¬ 
tered by the district, are 
heavily monitored during 
the testing process. Link 
said in the past four years, 
the district has never been 
investigated for alleged 
cheating by the state. 

“That’s never been men¬ 
tioned to us in any way 
shape or form,” Link said. 

To prevent cheating, any 
school employee who han¬ 
dles a test, even for the pur¬ 
pose of brief 

transportation, is required 
to be trained in test admin¬ 
istration ethics, Ramage 
said. The tests arrive % 
FedEx and are kept in a dou¬ 
ble-locked system in accor¬ 
dance with KDE policy 
There are only two areas of 
access to the tests and only 
two people have the codes. 
An electronic monitor 
records every time someone 
accesses the tests. 

When the tests arrive, Ra¬ 
mage and an associate un¬ 
pack the boxes and check 
and count every test. They 
then repack the boxes. As a 
backup procedure, a budd¬ 
ing assessment coordina¬ 
tor, most likely a guidance 
counselor, also counts the 
tests with the help of some¬ 
one else. 

Also, students sitting 
next to each other are given 
different forms of the test. 

Part of Christian 
County’s procedure, which 
is not required by the state, 
prevents principals from 
being in any room of any 
class that is taking a test. 

It’s “a tightly controlled 
system,” Ramage said. 

Because of time con¬ 
straints and accessibility 
teachers don’t have the op¬ 
portunity to alter tests, 
Link said. 

“In Atlanta, the teachers 
had access to the test. 
That’s how they were able 
to change (answers),” Link 
said. “Because of our safe¬ 
guards, that’s impossible.” 

Four years ago, the ad¬ 
ministration predicted that 
tests scores were going to 
increase dramatically and 
that those scores could 
come into question, Watson 
said. To combat such accu¬ 
sations, the district adopted 
strict testing policies, Wat¬ 
son said. 

Overall, the district was 
flagged by the AJC for 
doing better than expected, 
Link said. “We really be¬ 
lieve that we can go much, 
much higher much, much 
quicker.” 

Since the report’s release, 
some districts, such as 
Nashville, Tenn., and Hous¬ 
ton have written formal re¬ 
sponses to the AJC also 
repudiating any claims of 
cheating. 


KDEresponse 

On Tuesday, Lisa Gross, 
spokeswoman for the KDE, 
said that she had not fuUy 
read the AJC’s report, but 
that the department takes 
aU allegations very seri¬ 
ously 

If the story just caUs out 
sudden jumps in test 
scores, “we would not agree 
with that,” Gross said. 
There are already people at 
KDE, Gross added, who ex¬ 
amine test scores and in¬ 
vestigate any anomalies. 

Link said he contacted 
the KDE and was told the 
department was not yet 
prepared to make a state¬ 
ment on the report.

H ave you heard the one 
about the 71-year-old 
Louisville fan who 
punched the 68-year-old Ken¬ 
tucky fan in the face during an 
altercation at a dialysis clinic in 
Georgetown? 

No? Well, guess what? That isn’t 
a joke. That actually happened. 

According to a report by The 
Associated Press, a verbal ex¬ 
change between supporters of the 
two rival college basketball pro¬ 
grams turned physical Monday 
when a Kentucky fan, who was re¬ 
ceiving treatment, flipped off a 
LouisvOle fan during an argu- 
menf over who will be victorious 
when the two teams square off in 
the Final Four of the NCtAA tour¬ 
nament Saturday in New Orleans. 

Now, if that doesn’t give you an 
idea of how big this game is, 1 don’t 
know what will. 

The Battle for 
the Bluegrass will 
venture out of the 
Commonwealth 
and pick up in the 
Bayou when the 
top-seeded Wild¬ 
cats (36-2) and 
fourth-seeded 
Cardinals (30-9) 
tip off at 5:09 CDT 
at the Superdome. 

So how big is 
this matchup? It’s 
the biggest sport¬ 
ing event in the 
history of the 
state of Kentucky 
But don’t just 
take my word for it. 

“It is that,” former University 
of Kentucky forward and 
LouisviUe native Winston Ben¬ 
nett told the New Era Wednesday 
afternoon. “1 mean, how many 
times have Louisville and Ken¬ 
tucky played in the Final Four?” 
Zero. 

The Wildcats, who are in 
search of their eighth national 
championship, and the Cardi¬ 
nals, who are after their third, 
have met 43 times, with Ken¬ 
tucky holding a 29-14 advantage. 
Four of those meetings were in 
the NCAA tournament. But Sat¬ 
urday will mark the first Final 
Four matchup between the two 
rivals, and fans of the respective 
programs can’t wait. 

“It’s mayhem. It’s total may¬ 
hem,” said Bennett, who is the 
head men’s basketball coach at 
Mid-Continent University in 
Mayfield. “I’m seeing mailboxes 
painted UK and mailboxes 
painted Louisville. For us to 
have this opportunity is huge for 
the state of Kentucky” 

It’s a showdown between two 
schools that are separated by 
about 63 miles. 

It’s a duel between the two 
highest paid coaches in the 68- 
team field. Kentucky’s John Cali- 
pari made $5,387,978 in 2011-12, 
which was $575,209 more than 
Louisville’s Rick Pitino, who led 
the Wildcats to the national title 
in 1996. 

It’s Calipari’s roster fuU of 
NBA talent against Pitino’s 
batch of no-names (relatively 
speaking).

dominating run to its second straight 
Final Four, the Cardinals stumbled 
their way through the regular season, 
and then won four games in four days 
to earn the Big East tournament cham¬ 
pionship, and rode that momentum aU 
the way into the final weekend of the 
season. Louisville looks much like the 
Connecticut team that defeated the 
Wildcats in the Final Four last year. 

The Cardinals are trying to be only the 
second No. 4 seed to win it aU, joining 
Arizona in 1997. That club beat Pitino 
and Kentucky for the national title. 

Pitino is the only coach to officially 
lead three different programs to the 
Final Four (the NCAA wiped away Cali- 
pari’s Final Four runs with Memphis 
and Massachusetts), and could possibly 
be one of the newest inductees into the 
Naismith Memorial Basketball HaU of 
Fame in Springfield, Mass. The class of 
2012 will be announced Monday prior to 
the national championship game. 

But Kentucky is hoping to spoil 
what could be Pitino’s weekend. 

The Wildcats are the closest to an 
NBA team there is in the college 
game, so much so many have debated 
whether or not this group could beat 
the Charlotte Bobcats, Toronto Rap¬ 
tors or former Wildcat John Wall and 
the Washington Wizards. Kentucky 
set a record after having five of its 
players selected in the first round of 
the 2010 NBA draft, including Wall 
who went first overall. The Wildcats 
could have six this year. 

Kentucky’s Anthony Davis is the 
best player in college basketball and 


will be the No. 1 overall pick if he 
chooses to leave. His freshman team¬ 
mate, Michael Kidd-Gilchrist, could be 
the next player taken. Sophomores 
Terrence Jones and Doron Lamb, 
freshman Marquis Teague and senior 
Darius Mill er aU could hear their 
names called early on draft day as weU. 

Calipari is 9-5 against Louisville in 
his career, including a 69-62 win over 
the Cardinals on Dec. 31 at Rupp 
Arena, and if he’s ever going to cap¬ 
ture that elusive national champi¬ 
onship, this is the team he’s going to 
do it with. 

So who does Bennett think wiU win 
between his alma mater and his 
hometown team that is coached by the 
man he worked for as an assistant at 
Kentucky and later with the Boston 
Celtics? 

“When it’s aH said and done, UK is in 
my blood,” Bennett said. “I want to see 
Coach Pitino do weU. I can’t believe he’s 
not in the Had of Fame already But 
sooner or later, that glass slipper has to 
come off. Kentucky wO win this thing.” 

I agree. Pitino is a great coach, but 
Calipari has too much firepower on 
his bench. The real question is: If the 
Wildcats win Saturday, will they have 
enough to deliver national champi¬ 
onship No. 8 to Lexington on Monday? 

Then again, does that even matter to 
Kentucky fans as long as they beat 
LouisviUe?

Suzuki stars in Japan, 

M’s beat A’s in MLB opener

TOKYO — Ichiro Suzuki looked per¬ 
fectly at home, putting on the kind of 
show that made him so popular in Japan. 

Too bad most fans across America 
couldn’t foUow along. 

Suzuki got four hits and plenty of at¬ 
tention as the Seattle Mariners beat the 
Oakland Athletics 3-1 in 11 innings 
Wednesday night in the Major League 
Baseball opener. 

A capacity crowd of 44,227 lit up Tokyo 
Dome with camera flashes every time 
Suzuki came to bat. He drew a standing 
ovation when he took his position in 
right field in the final inning. 

“It was very special to open in Japan,” 
said Suzuki, a star for nine seasons in 
Osaka with the Orix Blue Wave. “I wanted 
to have fun and give the fans something at 
this special time and wanted to share a 
special moment with them.” 

“The festivities for opening day were 
awesome, the detail, the time they put 
into it. I loved every minute of it. I love 
being in Japan,” he said. 

A lot of big leaguers arriving early at 
camp wanted to enjoy it, too, but couldn’t. 

The game began at 6:09 a.m. EDT and was 
televised live only to the Seattle and Oak¬ 
land markets. The MLB Network showed it 
on tape delay at 9 a.m. — the game already 
was in extra innings when the nationwide 
telecast carried the first pitch. 

“I got here at 5:15 in the morning and 
went in to turn on the game and couldn’t 
find it anywhere,” Atlanta manager 
Fredi Gonzalez complained in Kissim¬ 
mee, Fla., where the Braves hosted the 
New York Yankees in an exhibition. 

“I tried everything, MLB, ESPN, and I 
stni don’t know who won. I got here early 
to check it,” he said. 

In Tampa, Fla., Yankees manager Joe 
Girardi kept switching channels and 
seemed a bit frustrated he couldn’t find 
the game on his clubhouse office TV 
Hours later in Peoria, Ariz., San Diego 
manager Bud Black and some of the 
Padres tuned in before their spring train¬ 
ing game. 

Asked whether he watched, Houston 
Astros closer Brett Myers turned sarcas¬ 
tic. 

“Was there a game on?” he said. 

Later in the day, the MLB Network 
changed its programming schedule for 
Thursday’s wrapup of the two-game se¬ 
ries between the Mariners and A’s. A live 
telecast was added at 5 a.m. EDT to go 
with the previously planned replays, net¬ 
work spokeswoman Lorraine Fisher 
said. 

Felix Hernandez combined with two 
relievers on a six-hitter as MLB opened 
its season in Tokyo for the fourth time. 
Dustin Ackley homered and singled in 
the go-ahead run in the 11th. 

The continent switch didn’t help the 
A’s, who became the first team to lose 
eight straight openers since Philadelphia 
from 1985-92, according to STATS LLC. 

MLB and the players’ association are 
using the series to assist rebuilding in 
Japan following last year’s earthquake 
and tsunami. A group of players and 
coaches traveled to the disaster zone on 
Tuesday to conduct a baseball clinic. 

The rest of the big league teams start

to get going April 4, when the renamed 
Miami Marlins open their new ballpark 
against the World Series champion St.

“He’s a hitting machine,” said Oakland 
manager Bob Melvin, who managed 
Suzuki with the Mariners in 2003 and 
2004. “It doesn’t matter where he bats in 
the lineup. That’s what he does — hit.” 

Ackley homered in the fourth off Mc¬ 
Carthy, and Oakland’s Kurt Suzuki dou¬ 
bled in a run in the bottom half. The 
score remained 1-all until the 11th, when 
Brendan Ryan doubled against Andrew 
Carignan (0-1), Chone Figgins sacrificed 
and Ackley singled to center. 

“I was able to put a good swing on that 
one,” Ackley said. “Our team is off to a 
good start, and that’s aU that matters.” 

Jerry Blevins relieved, Ackley stole 
second and Ichiro Suzuki singled for a 
two-run lead.

NEW YORK (AP) — Tiger Woods’ former swing 
coach thinks the 14-time major winner’s chances 
at the Masters next week depend on his putter. 

Once a coach, always a coach for Hank Haney 
— even after writing a detailed book about his 
most famous student. 

“I don’t think you can predict how someone is 
going to putt,” Haney said Wednesday while sign¬ 
ing copies of his book, 

“The Big Miss: My Years 
Coaching Tiger Woods,” 
at a midtown Manhattan 
golf store a day after its 
release. “Tiger hasn’t 
putted well enough at 
Augusta in some time, 
since 2005. If he putts 
well — it really gets 
down to eliminating 
three putts. If he does 
that I would be very sur¬ 
prised if he doesn’t have 
a chance to win. I’d be 
shocked if he doesn’t 
have a chance to win.” 

Haney pointed to a re¬ 
cent change in Woods’ put¬ 
ting stroke, a switch back 
to an older style, as reason 
for his improved perform¬ 
ance on the greens that 
helped him to victory at 
Bay Hid last week. 

And Haney is in posi¬ 
tion to know. He worked 
with Woods from 2004- 

10, when the then-No. 1 Tiger Woods'former swing coach 
player in the world won 

six majors but resigned not long after Woods re¬ 
turned to the PGA Tour from a sex scandal that 
ended his marriage and sent his life into turmoil. 

“The Big Miss” generated a lot of buzz in the 
months leading up to its release because of ex¬ 
cerpts that focused in part on Woods’ obsession 
with the Navy SEALS and his relationship with 
wife Elin Nordegren, but it’s a more complicated 


look at a self-centered superstar athlete. 

“Read the book in context I think it’s an overly 
positive book about Tiger,” Haney said. “I 
couldn’t have only positive things in the book be¬ 
cause then it wouldn’t be an honest book.” 

Haney said Woods told him that they “should 
remain good friends” when they parted not long 
after the 2010 Masters, but they have not spoken 
since then. Haney 
hasn’t reached out to 
Woods, either: “Why 
would I?” he said. 

Still, Haney watches 
Woods carefully 
enough to be able to 
rattle off his rankings 
in different statistical 
categories. 

“I like to watch, see 
how he’s doing, analyze 
what he’s doing. Hope¬ 
fully watch him win. It’s 
great for golf,” Haney 
said “Eventually, I think 
it’ll be very good for me 
if he ever has an oppor¬ 
tunity to break Jack 
Nicklaus’ record be¬ 
cause any way you slice 
it I will have at least a 
little part in that record 
because I helped him 
for six of those majors,” 
Haney added. “Obvi¬ 
ously, it’s a little part, 
but you still feel con¬ 
nected in some way.” 
Haney is confident 
that the timing of the books release will have no 
affect on Woods as he heads to the Masters, 
which is April 5-8. 

”He just won. Tiger doesn’t get distracted eas¬ 
ily," Haney said. ”He’s gone through a lot. But 
time heals a lot of things. It looks to me like he’s 
getting a lot more comfortable on the course.... 
that time has passed.”
